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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the second office action for U.S. Application 10/716,076 for a Baby Bottle 
Holder filed by Alain Touma on November 18, 2003. 

Election/Restrictions 
Newly submitted claims 15, 16, and 18-22 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
The embodiment originally claimed and shown in figure 2D is a bottle holder for 
securing a baby bottle. Claims 15, 16, and 18-22 are directed towards the embodiment 
shown in figure 2B, which claims the additional element of a lip for gripping the baby 
bottle. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 15, 16, and 18-22 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and 
MPEP§821.03. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 7 of the 
specification, line 4, should indicate that figure 1 B is a front view, rather than a top view. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ho. Ho 
discloses a baby bottle holder with a grip (14... the shape of the element the grip is 
formed from is not limiting to the structure, but the grip taught by Ho appears to be 
formed from a rectangular element), having a front surface, a back surface, an upper 
surface, a bottom surface, a first surface, and a second surface. The upper surface has 
a concavity (15) extending between the front surface to the back surface, and there is a 
means (5 or 6) for securing a baby bottle. There is also a removable attachment 
mechanism (2) that could secure the grip to baby clothing. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed October 1 , 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Ho discloses an animal 
feeder, which is unsuitable for use as a baby bottle holder, a recitation of the intended 
use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from 
the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it 
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meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result 
in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 
USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963).
